The crop bulletin of the Kentucky 
State Weather Service for tbe weekend- 
ing Saturday is as follows: 

During the past week the State ^ 
was deluged with the heaviest rains 
in a year. The average amount for tbe | 
entire Stale probably exceeds three j 
inches. This largely curtails the defl> j 
ciency which bad assumed such alarming j 
proportions during the i)a.st month. Nine j 
inches of rain are required, however, be- 
fore the normal fall will have been ac- 
quired. I 
The temperature of the week was ah- ! 
normally low, and tbe damp, cloudy | 
weather alone prevented ruinous frosts. 
For the first time iu luouiha the soil is 
thoroughly saturat d, and with warm 
weather and plenty of sunshine a most 
decided improvement in the crop pros- 
pect j will result . 

The prospects for tobacco are much 
brighter than at any other time during 
the past month, althouKh .foiue scarity of 
plants is repoi ted ; some tiave already 
been set, and the present week will prob- 
ably see a large projiortion of tlie crop in 
the ground. The present damp condi- 
tion of tbe soil, with a little clear, warm 
weatlier, will insure rapid growth of tbe 
plants. 

Small gratna of all kinds are reported 

to he greatly improved, ami the prospects 
for a good corn crop are excellent. The 
rains have revived the grasses in pastures 
and meadows, and the outlook for the 
crop is very promising. The prospect 
for fruit of all kinds is excellent. Straw- 
berries are reported to be eepecially fine 
and plen tiful.

Wasuinciton, June 4.— The fall text 
of the Samoan treaty, H phiotically

latest. T)itVfient cIiiubps of tlic a;;iw- 
ment have been caljled here 08 fa.^t as 
they have been agreed npon, and liuve 
been xetarnp<1 to Berlin with suoli siig- 
gtwtions as tlw |>i-i'sident has wen flt to 
muke fts the uhaiigeH. All of these 
changes in the clauseH liave not yet 
been agreed to hy otlier ineniherH of the 
confereuce, and until this is dune the 
full text to the trefttj oumok be received 
here. 

It is expected that the cabinet will, at 
its meeting on iMday, give the trpatj 
thorough consideration, and unless radi- 
Oftl ohanges are saneeted the ooinmis. 
•ioners will be auworized to sign at 
once. As the treaty will have to be rati- 
fied by the senate the state department 
will make no part of it public until it 
has gone to that body. The department 
^SMjrts that ttjs conference agreement 
amounts to a ran-flfedged treaty between 
ibfsa powers, and the ptrnMBcu at cm* 
fcMeooe is not, as has been nidt«, Ibava^ 
l7,to eonstrue the existing txealgr.
